Hold Man In Hastings Bank Robbery 
New Naval Pact 
Giving Equality Is 
Asked By Tokyo 


Formal Notice of Abrogation of 5-5-3 Agree- 


ment, Effective December 31,1936, Handed 
Secretary Hull—Elimination of All "Offen- 
sive War Weapons" Suggested. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29— 


'(AP) — Japan scrapped the 
[Washington naval treaty to- 
day, calling once more for a 
new pact which would give 
her equality and wipe out all 
"offensive weapons of war." 


The historic moment the world 


has been awaiting came when 
Ambassador Hirosi Saito stepped 
into the state department and 
handed Secretary Hull the formal 
notice that after December 31, 
1936, Japan will not be bound-by 
the treaty which gives her the "3" 
in the famous 5-5-3 ratio. 


The Oriental diplomat, who was 


present 12 years ago when the 
treaty limiting fighting navies was 
born, thus sounded its death knelL 
In a statement, he expressed hope 
a new treaty could be agreed up- 
on within the next two years. 
Japan, he said, is willing to dis- 
cafd half her navy if "a common 
maximum limit" for the United 
States, Great Britain and the Far 
Eastern empire is established. 


He said he was "not at all anx- 


ious" about the possibility of a 
naval race. 
"No One Wishes" Building Race. 
"The peoples concerned are all 


intelligent," he said, "and their 
governments are rational. No one f 
wishes to engage in damaging 
naval building competition." 


A statement by the Japanese 


foreign office spokesman explain- 
ing Japan's action was made pub- 
lic by the embassy here. 
- "In view," it said, "of the pres- 
ent state of extraordinary devel- 
opment in warship, aircraft, and 
other weapons of war, the existing 
naval treaties which recognize in- 
equality of armaments among the 
powers can no longer afford se- 
curity 
of national defense to

should"rest not upon a ratio prin- 
ciple, but on the formula of an 
agreed common upper limit for 
the armaments to be retained by 
each power." 
"In order," it said, "to render it

—The clock has been turned 
back a dozen years by Japan's 
denunciation of the Washing- 
ton treaty of 1922, it was as- 
serted today by both Amer- 
ican and British spokesmen 
here.

thrown upon the junk heap, and 
British and Americans were con- 
vinced that only a change of at- 
titude in Japan upon the question 
of equality would make possible 
a new treaty. 


An American spokesman de-

Jimmy Creighton, identified as 
another of the robbers, later was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in 
Missouri in connection with a 
slaying at Webb City after the 
robbery. The woman in the rob- 
bery case proved to be Mrs. 
Creighton. She was tried in con- 
nection with the robbery and gun 
battle, but was acuitted.

Swanson Adopts New 


Rule on Checks Due 
'To Exchange Charges 


Many banks in Nebraska are 


now making special exchange 
charges for checks written by 
their depositors making out-of- 
town transactions, and Secretary 
of State Swanson's office ran up 
against this practice Friday for the 
first time when nearly a dozen 
items of that kind were turned 
over to it by State Treasurer Hall. 


In each case, the secretary of 


state had accepted payment by 
checks for fees due his office. But 
when the checks got back to the 
banks on which they were drawn 
the banks "docked" the state for 
the amount of their collection 
charges, and in making remittance 
to their correspondent banks in 
Lincoln and Omaha they withheld 
these amounts. As a result, the 
state's credit on its depository ac- 
counts was reduced. 


Secretary Swanson will write to 


each person who paid by check 
and ask to have the difference 
made up by another remittance. 
The postage expense, however, 
will leave the state just as far be- 
hind as ever. Swanson cannot ac- 
cept less than the full amount of 
the fee specified by law in each 
case. 


Hereafter, his office will accept 


no checks unless they are written 
"with exchange," and other state 
departments that wish to avoid 
loss on their collections will have 
to adopt the same rule.

renders public service when he 
talks so frankly. 
His statement, 


"the greatest dangers that threat- 
en America are those of internal 
dissension," makes you think hard. 


It is not pleasant to think what 


might happen if the government 
decided to discontinue its spend- 
ing, and pile up an unbearable 
load of bond and interest indebt- 
edness. 


Coming from Mr. Richberg, who 


is so close to the administration, 
this new year pessimism is dis- 
turbing.

MERGER OF WIRE 
SERVICEUOOMS 


Consolidation of All Com- 


munications Systems 


To Be Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—(AP) 


—A law to permit one of the most 
tremendous mergers ever con- 
ceived will be recommended to 
congress, the Washington Post 
says, by the federal communica- 
tions commission. 
It would permit a consolidation 


of all wire, telegraph, cable and 
wireless 
services controlled by 


American interests. The recom- 
mendiation to be made before 
February 1 will bear, the paper 
asserts, at least the tacit approval 
of President Roosevelt. 


Waiving the anti-trust laws, the 


legislation would make the fol- 
lowing companies eligible to join: 
International Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., which controls the 
Postal Telegraph Co.; R. C. A. 
Communications, Inc., and Western 
Union. I. T. & T. operates also in 
both the field of cable and radio, 
the R. C. A. radio networks spread 
to about 40 countries, and Western 
Union, besides its great telegraph 
system has a wide cable service. 


A proviso against wholesale lay- 


offs of workers'will be contained 
in the legislation as outlined in 
the Post. Telegraph unions af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor had opposed con- 
solidation, during the commis- 
sion's hearings, on the ground it 
would spell more unemployment 
In reply it was argued that new 
telegraph offices could be opened 
in towns now lacking them, and a 
retirement plan could take care 
of the older employes.

Remoulding Relief 


rpHE NEWS from Washington Friday furnished a 
A much more concise and definite view of the 
plans now being drafted by the federal government 
in connection with pressing problems of relief. 
Through Administrator Harry Hopkins, it has been 
indicated that the states, or the local communities, 
would be asked to assume the burden of supporting 
and caring for the "unemployables." 


The term itself needs explanation. 
There never has been a period, even during the 


"boom" era, when business reached the highest 
pitch, and when most every able-bodied man could 
find work, that there was not a problem of relief. 
It arose out of the fact that there always has been 
a certain number who, through sickness, mis- 
fortune, or for some other reason, could not work 
and were dependent upon charitable agencies for 
support. Sometimes these problems were met 
through the county poor farm; on other occasions 
by direct assistance from the county; still other 
instances by the private charity organizations, and 
finally, by individuals. 


Since the federal relief 
program got under 


way, there has been a steady merging of all types 
of cases—those physically unfit 
to work along 


with those who were anxious to work, but had 
been unable to find employment through no fault 
of their own. The relief rolls in all states have 
been rising in point of numbers, due to this trans- 
fer of the so-called "unworkables" to a place in 
the federal program. It brought hundreds of 
thousands on Uncle Sam's back, who never 
be- 


longed there, but who, on the contrary, were di- 
rect charges against the community in which they 
resided. 
If congress adopts the attitude of the 


president and of his advisers, this responsibility 
then will be transferred back to the states. The 
federal program itself will be developed strictly 
as a work plan, and those receiving aid from the 
federal government will be expected to perform 
useful and valuable services in discharging their 
responsibilities. 


Nebraska's interest arises out of the fact that 


many counties in this state lack both the facilities 
and the funds to assume the burden. The financial 
problem is complicated because of the long con- 
tinued depression and the devastating drouth of 
the summer of 1934. In some of these counties, 
the aggregate of uncollected" taxes is large, and 
the mere gesture of fixing new levies does not 
mean anything at all With the burden of caring 
for the "unworkables" thrown back to the states, 
there wffl need to be careful study and thought 
on the part of members of county boards, unless 
unfortunate 
people be subjected to unnecessary 


suffering. 


The region most sorely afflicted by drouth 


includes both the Dakotas, a part of Minnesota, 
southern 
Iowa, a portion of Kansas, Nebraska, 


Wyoming, and Montana. In formulating its pro- 
gram, it would be well for the federal government 
to give special consideration and thought to these 
states, and if it seems advisable to make necessary 
concessions to prevent helpless people from ex- 
periencing hunger and cold. 


On the whole, the program being drafted in 


Washington will meet with approval. In most 
of the cases, the man on relief, if he is able to 
work, has wanted a job instead of charity. He has 
insisted upon employment to sustain his morale i 
and his self pride. The other type of case, the 
permanent or more or less permanent ward of 
charity, raises an entirely different problem and 
in no way is directly or indirectly connected with 
the conditions arising out of the depression. 


Nebraska's Delegation. 


IF MEMBERS of the new Nebraska congressional 


delegation continue along the path they have 


started they will without doubt be able to ac- 
complish a great deal for the state that has hon- 
ored them. The democrats have called a confer- 
ence at which it is proposed to discuss matters of 
interest to Nebraska and they have invited to join 
them the two republican members of the delega- 
tion, Senator 
Norris 
and 
Representative-elect 


Stefan. 


There is no apparent reason why all seven 


of the Nebraskans cannot work in perfect har- 
mony. Both of the men wearing republican labels 
are liberal in their convictions and are just as 
deeply interested in legislation for the benefit of 
the people of this state as are their democratic 
colleagues, so it is to be expected that there will 
be little if any friction. 


Nebraska has much to look forward to during 


the next year or two, and a strong and united 
delegation from the state can do much to bring 
about the things so much desired. 
In the first 


place strenuous effort must be made to provide 
for the development of the water projects, which 
are essential to the continued agricultural progress 
of the state,' and which are for the time being 
hung up at the national capital. 


Nebraska is also interested in the great lakes- 


St. Lawrence waterway treaty, which will bring 
ocean steamers 
a thousand miles nearer to this 


section of the 
country, thus lowering carrying 


charges on the products of Nebraska farms, as 
well as on many of the commodities consumed in 
he agricultural region. 


In fact Nebraskans are interested in anything 


and everything that has to do with agriculture, 
and it is just as keen for the defeat of hostile 
legislation as it is for the enactment of that which 
will be beneficial to the people of this part of the 
country. 


A Lesson in Overproduction. 


A MONTH ago the annual harvest of Christmas 
-t*. trees was under way in Michigan. Hundreds 
of men were sent out to cut down growing firs, 
arches, and other evergreens, while others hauled 
hem away in trucks or prepared them for ship- 
ment by rail to distant points. The same activities 
vere carried on in other northern areas, so that 
he homes 
and business establishments of the 


country might be supplied with the traditional 
centerpiece at Yuletide. 


It appears now that the business was some- 


what overdone, and that many more Christmas 
trees were cut and distributed than were needed 
or an adequate celebration of the Santa Claus 
loliday. In Michigan itself this excess production 
was very much in evidence. The day after Christ- 
mas found vacant lots in Detroit densely packed 
vith unopened bundles of trees. 
Other unused 


quantities of them were left in trucks and at over- 
light business stands put up on many street cor- 
ners. 


With no further demand for them, the only 


hing left was to pile the trees up and burn them. 
The Michigan metropolis had a lot of public bon- 
fires with this sort of fuel during the past week. 


That represents a dead loss for a good many 


[ealers. But the loss was not confined to the trees 
ictually wasted. The market was so much over- 
upplied that prices had dropped before Christmas 
o 15 and 25 cents for good specimens, and in 
ome cases customers were invited to take their 
lick and pay whatever they thought was fair. 


The trade in Christmas trees, of course, rep- 


esents only a minor fraction of the whole volume 
f merchandising, and what losses may have, been 
suffered on them in communities where excessive 
upplies were laid in will not bankrupt many 
dealers. But if the supply had been held down to 
omething like the demand, they would not have 
had these losses to overcome in the sale of other 
goods. They could then have sold the trees at a 
air profit and had fewer of them going to waste 
after Christmas. 


What happened in regard to Christmas trees 


provides an illustration of the larger difficulties 
he federal government is attempting to overcome 
in preventing overproduction of wheat, cotton, 
orn, hogs, sugar, tobacco, and other staples on 
which farmers and live stock growers depend for 
their livelihood. The idea back of all the various 
crop control programs that have been undertaken 
is to keep supplies within reasonable limito, so 
that demand will always assure fair prices to the 


roducers. 


If some feasible way can be found to hold in 


heck the output of Christmas trees, petroleum, 
and various other commodities heretofore produced 
in greater quantities than the markets will absorb, 
t will contribute materially to the return of gen- 
eral prosperity.

There is Daniel Drake of 
Cincinnati, who described the 
diseases of the great river val- 
leys of our middle western coun- 
try.There is William Beaumont 
who founded our knowledge of 
the physiology of " d i g e stion. 
There are Samuel Gross and J.

middle of the bed and screamed 
for cream, cream, you will not 
blame. (I was paying $9 per day 
for a room, S7 for day nurse, S7 
for night nurse.) "Why this thus- 
ness in the matter of skim milk 
for cereal and coffee?

no cream in this shack?"

EMPLOYABLES ON 
FEDERAL RELIEF 


Administration Would 


Leave Much of Task 
to Private Business. 


"WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—(AP) 


—The Roosevelt administration, 
some high officials forecast today, 
•will ask congress for power to 
put all "employables" on the re- 
lief rolls to work. At present 
their number is estimated at 3,- 
500,000 to 4,000,000. . 


It was believed, however, that 


an elastic program 
would 
be 


sought, with the government leav- 
ing to private business as much 
of this job-creating task as it can 
assume. • 
One project being weighed by 


the chief executive is to increase 
the membership of the civilian 
conservation corps from its pres- 
ent 350,000 to 1,000,000. 


Among other plans placed be- 


fore the president was one to put 
many idle to work eliminating 
grade crossings. Some 
officials 


thought this had virtually been 
decided upon, though the amount 
of the expenditure was not men- 
tioned. The national resources 
board recently suggested a $500,- 
000,000, long-term 
program of 


crossing work. 
Would Return Millions to States. 


Although the number of per- 


sons receving federal 
aid 
has 


been estimated at 19,000,000, Re- 
lief Administrator Harry L. Hop- 
kins is seeking to return some 4,- 
000,000 "unemployables" to the 
care of the states. .That leaves 
15,000,000, of whom some 3,500,- 
000 to 4,000,000 are estimated to 
be bread winners and the rest 
dependents. 


There was no comment on the 


work relief program at President 
Roosevelt's press conference late 
yesterday. The chief executive did 
say, however, that a survey dis- 
closed the federal emergency re- 
lief administration was caring for 
many aged and infirm persons 
•who properly were the care of the 
states. 


Though 
the 
administration's 


program contains an unemploy- 
ment insurance proposal, the in- 
tentions on old age pensions have 
not been announced. There was 
no immediate reaction in adminis- 
tration circles to Senator Borah's 
contention that the return of the 
aged to state care will make swift 
enactment of old age pensions 
necessary.

TOKYO, Dec. 29— (AP)— The

FLEET TO HOLD GIGANTIC 


MANEUVERS XEXT SUMMER 
SAN PEDRO. Cal. Dec. 29 — 
(AP) — Admiral Joseph M. Reeves. 
commander of the United Slates 
fleet, today disclosed the force 
will engage in maneuvers of un- 
paralleled scope throughout 
She 
east Pacific early next summer. 


The fleet, reported to be the 
largest and most powerful ar- 
mada ever assembled under a 
single command in the world's 
naval history, will consist of 377 
surface ships. 477 airplanes and 
the dirigible Macon. They will 
carry 55.000 officers and men. 


Grand Jury Probe Of 
Lobbying and Corrup- 


tion in Prospect. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—(AP) 


— A grand jury inquiry was in 
prospect today as a result of the 
house military affairs committee's 
charges of "deplorable" lobbying 
in the war department anfl cor- 
ruption of government officials. 


The military committee, report- 


ing yesterday to the house, after a 
nine-months investigation, also re- 
newed its attack on Maj. Gen. 
Benjamin D. Foulois as chief of 
the army air corps. He was not 
involved in the lobbying or cor- 
ruption charges, but the commit- 
tee recommending that he be re- 
moved on the grounds that he 
"violated existing law," testified 
"falsely," and said the army could 
fly the mail last winter when he 
"should have known differently." 


The war department inspector 
general's office, at the direction of 
Secretary Dern, already has insti- 
tuted a study of the Foulois 
charges and its report is expected 
soon. The committee report said 
"such action is the usual step pre- 
liminary to placing such a matter 
before a military tribunal." 
Congressional investi gators, 


commenting on the other phase of 
their report, said they expected 
at least two indictments for ac- 
cepting favors from and giving fa- 
vors to' concerns represented by 
lobbyists. 
Testimony had been placed be- 


fore the committee purporting to 
show that army officers aided lob- 
byists for certain concerns, and 
that specifications had been al- 
tered for the benefit of the com- 
panies. 


The committee report told of 
"loans or gifts . . . to at least 
two war department officials in 
high positions." But it centered 
its criticism upon men outside the 
department.

Liquor Revenue 


Enriches States 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29-MAP)-— 


Millions of dollars of much need- 
ed additional revenue gladdened 
the hearts of state treasurers to- 
day as they added up the results 
of their first year in. the liquor 
business. 


Repeal's first year brought the 


federal government Approximate- 
ly $400,000,000, even though it 
collected no levies on state liquor 
control systems. The government 
had estimated that its first year 
revenue, including tariff, would 
be about S^S.OOO.OOO. 


Iowa's profit amounted to about 


$500,000 for the half-year, and a 
three-way hold on liquor sales in 
Missouri brought that state ?3,- 
500,000. 


States operating under their 


own liquor sale systems were 
faced vith the possibility of the 
federal 
government 
taxing 
a 


share of their profits. 


A federal judge in Pennsly- 


vania yesterday ruled that the 
state is liable for federal liquor 
taxes, including, a floor tax of 
$1,000,000. He held the state had 
divested itself of its 
sovereign 


character by opening a chain of 
liquor stores. .Pennsylvania had 
an income of $11,000,000. 


New York headed the list of 


states getting their liquor revenue 
solely from taxation with an in- 
come of $23,000,000. New Yorkers 
drank 5.681.376 gallons which was 
taxed at $1 per gallon and there 
was an additional $18,000,000 li- 
cense revenue.

"Lknow how he felt after that long, hard running campaign," 


commented Pilgrim. "You get so tired of the training grind you 
never want to see a spiked shoe again, but after a long rest you 
are keen to get going again." 


Bonthron was tired of running—and well he might have been 


In the final month of his campaign he won the Intercollegiate A. 
A. A. A. 800 and 1500 meters, the National Collegiate mile and the 
National A. A. U. 1500 meter championship in a schedule which 
carried him to the West Coast and back again. 


Doesn't Like To Run. 


All through' his varsity career, Bonthron insisted that he never 


really liked to run and did so only because some sort of athletic 
activity was expected of him. 


. He claims his feeling toward foot-racing is still unchanged, that 


he is resuming his training only because he deems it unwise to 
drop all athletic activity suddenly after years of high school, prep 
school and- college racing. His plan is to taper off gradually over 
a period of three years until he can safely hang up his spiked shoes. 


Bonthron's method of training for foot-racing may be consid- 


ered unorthodox, yet it is perfectly suited to his needs, judged in 
the light of his accomplishments. He spends at least as much time 
at the weight pulling machines in the gymnasium as he does on 
the running track. 


With his exceptionally long stride it is natural thaf he should 


need unusual strength to carry him along at a record-breaking clip. 
Hence his rigid program of body building. 


Lacking form in his running, depending almost entirely on a 


finishing kick to bring him home in front, Bonthron has substituted 
unusual strength and power. All attempts to alter his running style 
were fruitless and he had to return to his natural method. 


Back For Olympics? 


He plans to begin his indoor competitive campaign by running 


distance races and training down to the shorter and faster races as 
the season wears on. 


If Bonthron and Cunningham are brought together again to re- 


sume the rivalry which started last winter and continued through 
the outdoor season, track followers can look forward to another 
colorful indoor season. 


Bonthron's three year plan will carry him over the Olympic

NEW YORK, Dec. 29—(AP)—American college foot- 


ball coaches turned today toward the new year, worried not 
.alone by the task of rebuilding their teams for another 
(season, but with added concern in their ranks over solemn 
warnings to protect the game by stamping out semi-profes- 
sionalism, discontinuing unethical practices and helping to 
curb drinking or gambling among the spectators. 


No Time for Compromise.

COLLEGE GROUP 
ANNOUNCES CODE 


Nine-Point Program By 


N.€.A.A. Aimed at 


Athletic Evils. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29—(AP)— 


The National Collegiate A. A. has 
taken a definite step forward in 
its campaign to eliminate recruit- 
ing and subsidization of college 
athletes, particularly f o o t b a l l 
players. 


The N. C. A. A.'s adoption of a 


nine-point code for the guidance 
of its members, beset by these 
twin athletic evils, was regarded 
by college leaders as a move in 
the right direction despite the fact 
that the code is not binding upon 
anyone. 


They pointed out that the code, 


for the first tune, definitely de- 
fines certain practices which the 
N. C. A. A. regards as "unfair" 
encouragement to athletes. 


The Athletic Code. 


These "unjustifiable practices," 


as stated in the code, include: Flat 
subsidies to athletes; pay for work 
at higher wages than other stu- 
dents receive; employment before 
matriculation or payment in ad- 
vance for work to be done; 
loaning money for remitting fees 
because a boy is an athlete; ar- 
ranging interviews or correspond- 
ing with prospective 
athletes; 


promising employment, loans, 
scholarships 
other 
than 
those 


available to any student; luring 
athletes into transferring 
from 


other colleges; and the giving of 
financial aid by alumni, club or 
fraternity groups. 


The code appro\ed only two methods 


of encouraging athletes—work for the uni- 
versity at the same wage paid any other 
student and permission for athletic au- 
thorities to point out in speeches or in 
response to direct queries "what they be- 
lieve to be the educational advantages o: 
the institutions they represent." 
Although the N. C. A. A. will mate no 
attempt to police its membership aionit the 
lines of the code's provisions. Prof. Z. G. 
Clcvengcr of Indiana, chairman of a spe- 
cial -committee on recruiting and subsi- 
dizing, hailed its adoption as "somB ad- 
vancement toward a more -wholesome and 
more sportsmanlike condition."

Business of Hiring- Coach. 
"An institution may 
hire a 


coach to go out and get footbal! 
players and he is worthy of his 
hire only to the extent he can 
procure good athletes to make up 
his team. Such a coach must have 
athletic scholarships. . . . very 
often scholarships do not suffice, 
and when competition is 
keen 


there must be, in addition, free 
board and room, and sometimes 
incidental expenses, or, to put it 
bluntly, salary. 


"But where is all this going to 


lead us? We are approaching in 
college football the same condi- 
tion that not only killed college 
^baseball but ruined community 
amateur baseball as well—semi- 
professionalism. Too many boys 
are being urged to go to college 
to play football. Unless college 
administrations make this game of 
college football incidental to a 
college degree we might just as 
well face the fact we are doomed. 
You cannot blame the schoolboy 
star; you cannot blame the coach; 
but you can blame the institution 
which makes recruiting a condi- 
tion of your employment. 


Recruiting Main EviL 


"What will be the effect of re- 


cruiting? Boys who are enrolled 
primarily to get an education %vill 
not be candidates for your team. 
The benefits of the game will be 
lost to them because your hired 
gang must be given first chance, 
not only to prove your judgment 
of selection of recruited athletes, 
but to satisfy the people who are 
putting up the money for athletic 
scholarships. 
There will be in- 


creased conniving, bidding and 
recriminatoins and this vocation 
of college coaching, where 
we 


want to have idealism, will be- 
come the laughing stock of the 
athletic world. 


"The game itself will cease to 


be a college game. It will be taken 
over by the professionals, and if 
conditions I have outlined then 
are to continue, that is where it 
belongs. We have the utmost re- 
spect for a professional athlete. 
He earns his living through hon- 
est effort. But we' have no respect 
for an athlete or the institution 
poisoning college amaterism by 
infesting it with illegitimate semi- 
professionalism." 


The coaches also listened to a 


warning from the chairman of 
then? public relations committee, 
Charles (Gus) Dorais of Detroit 
that the welfare of the game de- 
pends upon their help in curbing 
"excessive drinking in the stands" 
as well as the "menace of ever- 
increasing betting." As a specific 
measure, Dorais suggested coaches 
who write for newspapers dis- 
continue the practice of picking 
winners. 


Rules Are Approved. • 


The one topic on which the 


coaches generally 
agreed was 


that no drastic changes should be 
made in the rules nor any -at- 
tempt made now to be stampeded 
by what the professional clubs are 
doing with the gridiron regula- 
tions. 
Except that they would 


like to have some minor clarifi- 
cations made, 20 per cent of the 
coaches are on record as desiring 
a "status quo" in the rules situa- 
tion. The annual report of Wal- 
ter Okeson, chairman of the na- 
tional collegiate football rules 
committee, indicated this view is 
shared by the rules-makers.
